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ADULTS AND EVANGELISM 


There are approximately 88 unchurched people of 
membership age for every 100 members in Protestant 
churches. Of these persons an estimated 70 percent 
are adults, Religious surveys reveal hundreds of 
men and women in every American community who have 
no affiliation with the church, or fellowship with 
Christian people. 


Today, no task challenges the church more than 
the winning and enlisting of hosts of wumnreached 
adults. Until recently, church leaders gave first 
preference to programs for the training and evange- 
lization of children and youth, but did little to 
develop comparable emphases for men and women. Now, 
however, the pendulum of concern is swinging towards 
programs of adult outreach that shall bring matured 
persons into a vital spiritual fellowship, and into 
@ Saving knowledge of Jesus Christ. 


Indeed, the church of today shall move forward 
only as adults are won, enlisted, trained, and en- 
couraged to make a Christian witness in every 
area of life and experience. The winning of adults 
to Christ and to His cause not only reflects itself 
in individual life and character, but inspires and 
influences the Christian development of children and 
youth, transforms home and family life, and streng- 
thens contemporary forces for social righteousness, 


Many organizations for fellowship, study, wor- 
ship, and outreach are to be found in the church 
today. Yet, there is need tor a fresh demonstration 
of concern for the spiritual well-being of neigh- 
bors, co-workers, and other unreached persons. The 
evangelization and education of adults is an impera- 
tive that churches can no longer avoid without 
accepting the consequences of a limited spiritual 
perspective. 


Adults fashion our laws, control our politics, 
administer our educational programs, determine our 
social and economic standards, and qualify the moral 
and religious criteria by which men live. For these 
reasons every Christian adult organization should 
strive persistently to reach more and more adults 
with Christian teaching whereby men and women may 
come to know and to serve Jesus Christ as Lord, 


DEPARTMENT 
A department of Audio-Visual Aids, within 
| the Division of Education in Home, Church, 


and Community, was established by action of 
the Board of Managers of the Board of Educa- 
tion and Publication at its January meeting. 
Staff personnel for the new department will 
be provided as soon as the necessary finan- 
cial resources are available.

The new 
Committee has been instructed to proceed at 
once looking toward the production of at 
least. four "film strips" on slide sets with- 
in the coming year. It has also been pro- 
posed that a special denominational confer- 
ence on Audio-Visual Aids be held at Green 
Lake this coming summer.

The eighth Biennial Directors Conference 
which was held in Chicago, February 2 - 8, 
proved to be a most happy and profitable 
occasion. All city and state directors were 
present. Only one, Clarence Stuaffer, had 
to leave early because of serious illness in 
his family. 


As has always been the case the days, and 
nights, too, seemed all too crowded with an 
agenda filled to over-flowing»with interest- 
ing and important matters to consider. While 
there was practically no time for recreation 
as such the spirit of genuine Christian 
fellowship was evident throughout all of the 
sessions. The equivalent of two full days 
was given over toa concentrated study of 
what a city or state director of Christian 
education is supposed to do. Out of this 
study will come the beginnings, at least, of 
& manual or guide for the area director. 


Edwin H. Tuller was appointed to serve as 
chairman of the program committee for the 
Ninth Biennial Directors Conference which 
will be held in 1950.

munities throughout our denomination. We 
reaffirm our policy in this regard and in- 
struct our staff to give continued encour- 
agement and assistance to our local Baptist 
churches in the holding of weekday religious 
education classes both in churches and in 
public school buildings.

We hope Area Directors will make use of all 
who attend the Laboratory School, upon their 
return to their own Areas. For example, last 
year in Detroit a number of Children's Work- 
ers' Conferences were held in which every 
person who had been to the Green Lake Lab- 
oratory School the previous summer was asked 
to assume some place of leadership. Several 
of the workers participated in demonstration 
teaching, a conference technique which is be- 
coming very popular. 


In West Virginia, persons who have received 
training at Green Lake are helping to con- 
duct weekend demonstration schools in rural 
churches, thus taking the very best teaching 
methods out to the small churches which sel- 
dom receive help.

ECHOES OF BIENNIAL 


At the Biennial Directors' Conference for 
area directors of Christian Education in

tor, individually, indicated that "Winning 
the Children for Christ" programs were in- 
herent in the plans for the year ahead in 
the area of his responsibility. Except in 


three instances, where professional leadere= 
ship is already available, every area rep- 
resented asked for the services of a Kegion- 
al Director. One director said, “We can use 
all the time you can give us." Several di- 
rectors asked for a period of time for six 
progrems.

A GLANCE AT THE YEAR AHEAD 


It's thrilling to look at the "askings" for 
the year 1948-49 in our state and city 
areas. Granted, the schedule is tentative 
and awaits confirmation by specific churches 
as the year's plans unfold and develop. At 
present, our program, built on the number of 
requests from our four areas served re- 
gional directors, looks something like this:

This is by no means a final picture, but it 
indicates glowingly the direction in which 
we are moving -- onward and upward! 

IN ADDITION. «. « « «» TRAINED VOLUNTEERS 
The records in our office indicate that 54 
volunteer leaders have been trained to give 
leadership to the "Winning the Children for 
Christ” programs in individual local churches. 


‘> - 


(We would probably not ask a 
volunteer to direct a city- 
wide or an interdenomination- 
al program.) We may logically 
anticipate that as local 
churches hold their evangel- 
ism training conferences, and as this program 
is brought to their attention in various 
ways, requests for leadership for this im- 
portant evangelism program will come flowing 
into our offices. Many of the requests must 
be answered by the services of our regional 
directors; others (and the area director's 
guidance is solicited at this point) can well 
be answered by volunteers, Our national 
staff cannot serve all the churches asking 


for help, but trained volunteer groups - 
qualified and equipped - can serve 
significantly. 

HOW A VOLUNTEER SERVES 
It might well happen this way. The area 


director has heard of a church interested in 
the "Winning the Children for Christ" program. 


He confers with the pastor and/or Sunday 


school superintendent personally or by cor- 
respondence, explaining what the program can 
do for his church and how a leader is effec- 
tive. He then specifies the types of leader- 
ship available --National regional director, 
state director of children's work, or volun- 
teer leader. : 

If the situation seems to be one in which a 
volunteer can serve effectively, he informs 
the national office, indicating which volun- 
teer is to be used. She is then invited to 
attend with the area director the prepara- 
tion meeting in the church which is asking 
for the program. If she is experienced, she 
may, with the assistance of the area direc- 
tor, actually conduct the meeting, following 
the necessary steps in preparation. (Write 
to this office for a copy of "How to Hold a 
Preparation Meeting for Winning the Children 
for Christ.") At this time, the definite 
date for the 5-day training period will be 
determined and the schedule for all confer- 


ences will be set. .. 


After this period of orientation and intro- 
duction to the church situation, the volun- 
teer is ready to correspond with the church 
as to survey developments and the like, and 
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o return in about six weeks for the actual 
rogram, The area director then "briefs" the 
hiladelphia office as to the status of this 
articular program. ..and sets off to look 
‘or another prospect.

MISSIONARY EDUCATION FOR CHILDREN 


At the Directors' Biennial Conference in 
Chicago and in the Local Directors' Confer- 
ences in Berkeley and in Philadelphia, there 
were several questions asked relative to the 
children's program of missionary education. 
In the next several issues of Judson Journal 
we shall attempt to answer those questions. 


The question we shall deal with this month 
4s “What ‘Is the Status of the Children's 
World Crusade?" 


As you probably know the Children's World 
Crusade was organized in 1918 as an organi- 
zation to promote a program of missionary 
education. This organization and material 
was not related to any ongoing program of 
Christian teaching, but rather was conceived 
as a missionary organization for boys and 
girls meeting one afternoon 4 month, each 
month during the year. The Children's World 
Grusade has achieved much during its years 


of growth and influence. 


When, however, our total Christian teaching 
program for boys and girls was rethought in 
the late 1930's it was felt imperative that 
the heart and center of our Bible outreach 
be brought into the center of our Christian 
teaching program that takes place in the 
Sunday Church School, Expanded Session, 
Junior Society, and Vacation Church Schools. 
Hence, we have endeavored to build into the 
total Christian teaching program all the 
missionary education emphases, materials and 
purposes that were once only found in the 
Children's World Crusade. In the Judson 
Keystone Graded Courses, we have 10 hours of 
mission study each year of the kindergarten, 
primary, and junior years. In the Junior 
Programs, we have incorporated missionary 
materials, also in the Camping materials and 
the Vacation Church School texts. 


So the implication for extending our Chris- 
tian message and understanding to our friends 
around the world is carried on though now we 
are stressing the programofmissionary edu- 
cation and not an organization. 


You will find some churches still want an 
organization because it fits into their 
pattern. They, of course, may have such if 
they wish. We are trying to permeate every 
Christian teaching opportunity with the gos- 
pel message of Christ who said: 


"Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you: and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world."

Beginning next fall itis estimated that 
some two thousand churches will participate 
in Ten Day Cooperative Crusades through 
Evangelism, The plan as outlined by the 
National Crusade Committee calls for each 
Crusade to begin with a Youth Evangelism 
Weekend, Past experience with these week- 
end programs suggests that if properly 
carried out, the youth, through their en- 
phasis upon discipleship, will create an 
enthusiasm which will become contagious 
throughout the entire church. The Director 
of Christian Education, because of his re- 
sponsibility for youth work, will need to 
make plans to furnish leadership for youth's 
part in these Cooperative Crusades. 


ane FOR HRIST 


The plan which is being suggested is to 
send a Crusading Discipleship team of young 
people to each center to spend the weekend. 
At least one young person will have respon- 
sibility for each participating church. 
Some of the sessions will be conducted in a 
central chureh for all young people as a 
group, but other sessions must be carried 
on in each church individually. In some 
instances these teams will go out from 
College campuses or from Seminaries. More 
often the teams will be composed of picked 
young people from each association. 


If there are not enough youth available 
who have already been trained in the pro- 
gram, then a training clinic should be con- 
ducted at least six weeks in advance of the 
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Crusade. 


This can be done either in one 
church which is selected as a demonstration

For the past two years a complete program | 


has been developed for a three-day or week- 
end Guild House Party. Usually House Parties 
are planned on a state-wide basis. However, 
the program as developed is equally useful 
for a weekend retreat for girls or for a day 
camp experience. One of the programs was 
based on the theme of Race and was entitled 


A Symphony in Color. The second program 
een meare teen evangelism and was called 
Design for Friendship. 


The program for this year is built around 
the theme of the Christian Home. The Guild, 
as the girls' program of the Fellowship, is 
expanding its areas of concern to include 
four major interests: - Personality Develop- 
ment, The Christian Home, Skills and Voca- 
tions, World Responsibility for Missions and 
Social Action. The House Party program for 
this year is accenting the second of these 
areas. Some of the objectives of this pro- 
gram follow: 

1. The program seeks to create a family 
feeling and experience in group living by 
dividing the entire group up into smaller 
units for housing and conference purposes, 
Division of the House Party membership into 
five "Family Groups" is suggested--there may 
be Asiatic, African, European, American Ind- 
ian, Latin American. If the group is large 
family groups may be designated by Home or 
Foreign Mission fields. 


2. The dignity and sacredness of the home 
and the importance of making the home Christ- 
ian in all of its relationships is given em- 
phasis in the Home Dedication ceremony the 
first evening and in the Home Chats in cab- 
ins or floor groups, group worship and coun- 
seling. 


3. The responsibility of the Christian 
home to its community is emphasized by giving 
to each group the assignment of some service 
to be rendered for the good of the whole 
group. 


4, Because the Guild in the home church 
furnishes one of the finest opportunities 
for experience in group work and for the 
development of Christian womanhood, time is 
given for the study of Guild work; organiza- 
tion, methods and the program for the cur- 
rent year. 


5. Girls are linked also to the homes of 
the world through the family groups to which 
they are assigned and in which they develop 
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an appreciation of the homes of other lands 
and groups and a sense of concern that these 
homes shall become Christian homes. 


The program provides for individual and 
group worship, for recreation, for crafts 
useful in the Guild program, for conferences 
on an age-group basis, for missionary and 
Baptist Youth Fellowship speakers. 


The House Party program, which is in book 
form, is entitled Home Firesides. A booklet 
of personal devotional Services, for use in 
the House Party, has been prepared by Mrs. 
Oliver deW. Cummings. This booklet is called

PARENT EDUCATION 


The following statement by Lawrence K, 
Frank, published in a recent issue of "Child 
Study" magazine, contains an appraisal that 
ought to be of real interest to church lead- 
ers who are responsible for parent educa- 
tion programs: ; 


"Perhaps the major task of parent educa- 
tion is to try to restore the confidence of 
parents. They need the reassurance that 
while immense resources of new knowledge and 
understanding, new agencies and professions 
are available for their assistance, their 
basic functions as parents have not been 
taken away. Indeed, today as never before, 
we recognize how crucial and significant the 
parent-child relationship is and that its 
creative value depends upon the kinds of 
feelings parents and children have for each 
other. 


"If there is to be any mental health in 
our society, it must be provided not by 
psychiatrists and psychologists and social 


workers but by parents in the home. The way 
parents care for and rear babies and child- 
ren, provide their basic security and pro- 
tection, help them to accept the many de- 
nials and requirements of social life, will 
foster or jeopardize wholesome sane person- 
ality development, 


"Parent education offers our most pro- 
mising approach to mental health, the pre- 
vention of disturbed personalities instead 
of their diagnosis and therapy. A realiza- 
tion of their own vital role in providing 
children with their simple but basic needs 
in the home and the family may give men and 
women renewed confidence in themselves as 
parents," .

NATIONAL CHRISTIAN TEACHING MISSION 


The National Christian Teaching Mission held 
in Cleveland, Ohio, January 14 to 22, 1948, 
under the leadership of Dr. Harry Munro, 
assisted by national staff members from nine 
denominations, was the first Teaching Mis- 
sion held ina metropolitan area. With a 
background of over two score Missions held 
in various communities across the country 
this metropolitan Mission was approached 
with real interest. 


In the census, which is one of the four fea- 
tures of the Mission,165 churches cooperated 
by providing some 14,000 census takers. Out 
of the 340,000 housing units 
land area, 180,000 were reached by the call- 
ers. 150,000 of these were completed, giving 
information on approximately 500,000 persons. 


Not all of the 165 churches shared in the 
complete program with its fellowship culti- 
vation and educational program analysis under 
the direction of a Visiting Leader. Of the

Considerable detailed preparation and coor- 
dination were obviously involved in the ad- 
vanced work necessary to the Mission. Dr. R. 
L. Spoerri, Executive Secretary of the 
Cleveland Federation of Churches, deserves 
real credit in organizing this preparatory 
ground work that made the program possible. 
The capable and energetic leadership of Dr. 
Harry Munro kept things moving in fine shape 
throughout the actual program itself. 
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In evaluating the program itself some things ~ 
might well be pointed out. First, those — 
churches which participated wholeheartedly 
in the Mission will have found in it a real 
stimulus to their educational improvement 
and evangelistic effectiveness. Undoubtedly 
a considerable number of the 165 cooperating 
churches unfortunately thought of the Mis- 
sion primarily as acensus despite promotion- 
al emphasis to the contrary. These will 
probably achieve little permanent results. 


What about the Mission as an expression of 
community cooperation on a metropolitan 
scale? In Cleveland, it did produce a valu- 
able demonstration of Protestant interdenom- 
inational cooperation of a large and effec— 
tive nature. This was reflected in the qual- 
ity and amount of newspaper publicity re- 
ceived and in the enthusiasm expressed by 
local churchmen. Negatively, the Mission 
revealed the practical impossibility of mak- 
ing a complete census of the metropolitan 
area. Actually, the Cleveland coverage 
amounted to approximately 53%, optimistic- 
ally speaking. , 


Despite the problems involved in a metropol- 
itan Mission it was felt by the denomina- 
tional directors working in the program that 
its values made it an effective strategy for 
Protestant cooperation. They recommended its 
use in other metropolitan areas. 


ADULTS ARE TRAINING

Religion must resume the philosophy of being 
a teaching church. 


All education is not in the hands of the 
public school. Religion can and must be

Will religion accept the challenge of being 
a teaching church? This is the question 
which must be answered. 


5. Unify the fragmentary program of relig- 
ious education. The Weekday Church School 


movement is here to stay. Religion must be 


taught on the weekday. 


Develop Teaching Orders or Associations such 
as those of Kiwanis, Optimists and like 
groups. These "Orders" might be city, state 
or national. The News Letter is a help in 
that direction. 


Accept the "Opportunity for Outreach." 


In this Strategy, there is need for a Com 
prehensive Building and Housing Program for 
Christian Education. The cost of the pro= 
gram of building suggested by public schools 
is in the millions. It may be wise to con- 
sider as an important phase of religious 
program the planning of a community weekday 
church school building. Examples of such 
enterprises are seen in those of the Catho- 
lics and the Mormons. Why not for the Pro- 
testants --in residential areas as buildings 
for cooperative teaching? 


A new scale of time could be planned. 


The statement has been made by Dr. Stude- 
backer that he is planning for public school 
education for the whole year. 


A consideration of prices paid for religious 
education led to the following: 


For public education in the United States 
the average a few years ago was $127.00 per 
pupil per year. This average is higher now. 


For Christian education for Protestants the 
average is $25.00 per pupil per year where 
the work is community-organized. 


Americans are on the move, with little or no 
attention to the lower classes and no train- 
ing for them 


Needed: Mobile Caravans for taking weekday 
religious education to children in rural 
communities. 


America has failed to spread the Gospel to 
lay leadership. Each must share the respon- 
sibility for broadening the base of Weekday 
Religious Education.

Book reviews, hobby clubs in sharing one's 
best with others in church and community, 
and like phases of further interest develop- 
ment have changed even the older person into 


* an inquiring member of society. 


Has the time come when the churches of a 
community can provide, through the public 
night schools, opportunities for many so- 
called school subjects which have religious 
Significance? This can be planned only by 
demand of the groups in any situation. Uni- 
versities provide opportunities through Bib- 
lical history and literature. Is it not 
possible to request studies in social liv- 
ing, understandings of other peoples and 
customs? One can think of the many subjects 
available. The vast store of interesting 
"mission studies" are rich in evangelism at 
home and abroad. This is no longer a plan 
for women only to be aware of these chal- 
lenges. Men are interested also. 


The time has come for guidance in develop- 
ment of Christian living through all schools: 
university, college, seminary.
